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FOREWORD 


Mr.  Lawton's  Collection  differs  from  the  general  run  of  American  antiques 
placed  on  sale  in  that  it  is  so  richly  diversified,  covering  almost  every 
group  in  this  field,  and  because  of  this  it  will  appeal  as  much  to  the  student 
of  Americana  as  to  the  buyer  whose  only  object  is  to  secure  a  piece  that 
is  pleasing  to  the  eye,  rare,  and  valuable. 

Gratifying  as  it  is  to  obsei-ve  the  note  of  reserve  used  by  Mr.  Lawton 
in  his  letter  to  Mr.  Kennerley  when  speaking  of  his  early  American  glass, 
the  public  are  well  enough  informed  of  Mr.  Lawton's  qualifications  to  know 
that  this  part  of  his  collection  is  deserving  of  much  higher  praise  than  he 
has  accorded  it.  Fine  examples  of  Stiegel,  Wistarburg,  Jersey  and  Sand- 
wich glass  in  the  sapphire-blue,  amethyst  and  green  colors  are  eagerly 
sought  for  at  the  present  time  and  are  realizing  extraordinarily  high  prices 
from  collectors.  Mr.  Lawton's  sale  of  his  original  glass  collection  held  in 
New  York  in  1923  established  him  as  one  of  the  first  authorities  on  this 
subject,  and  it  can  safely  be  stated  that  he  in  no  way  falls  behind  in  quality 
with  the  items  which  he  now  offers. 

The  furniture  does  not  consist  entirely  of  the  usual  grouping  of  tables, 
chairs,  sideboards,  etc.  (although  there  are  some  fine  examples  which  come 
under  this  classification),  but  includes  rare  panelled  and  painted  chests, 
and  all-turned  pieces  of  the  early  periods,  mentioned  in  various  reference 
works  and  of  similar  type  and  rarity  to  those  which  created  great  interest 
in  the  sale  of  Miss  C.  M.  Traver's  collection  at  The  Anderson  Galleries  in 
1925.  A  remarkably  fine  group  of  mirrors  covering  all  of  the  periods,  also 
longcase  and  banjo  clocks  by  various  members  of  the  Willard  family  will 
create  considerable  competition,  especially  the  "Rocking  Ship"  Willard 
clock,  which  is  of  exceptional  quality.  Rare  examples  of  the  Rhode  Island 
block-front  type  of  furniture  and  Duncan  Phyfe  pieces  are  also  included. 

Deserving  particular  mention  is  the  collection  of  American  historical 
blue  Staffordshire  platters  and  plates,  which,  except  for  a  few  pieces,  are 
in  proof  condition  and  include  many  of  the  rare  subjects  such  as  the  Lake 
George  platters,  Mendenhall  Ferry  over  the  Schuylkill  River,  Erie  Canal, 
Views  of  Albany  and  Fairmont,  Philadelphia,  etc.,  also  a  unique  collection 
of  one  hundred  cup  plates  comprising  most  of  the  rarest  specimens,  to  be 
offered  as  one  lot  at  Mr.  Lawton's  special  request.  The  Oriental  Lowestoft 
porcelain  contains  some  bowls  of  superb  quality,  two  of  them  decorated 
with  American  Frigates  which  are  undoubtedly  sailing  under  their  own 
flags,  also  pieces  with  the  much  prized  blue  and  gold  star  decoration. 
Silver  and  purple  resist  lustre  ware,  Whieldon  and  salt>glaze  are  also 
shown.  A  modern  note  is  struck  by  the  striking  group  of  F.  W.  Benson's 
etchings  in  black  and  white,  which  shows  that  Mr.  Lawton  does  not  allow 
his  love  for  objects  of  the  past  to  cloud  his  appreciation  for  those  of  the 
present  day.
